Worm Control May Reduce 
Pneumonia Effects In Pigs 


Control of worms in pigs prob­ 
ably will reduce th e effects of virus 
pneumonia of pigs (VPP), it was 
discovered in recent research at 
th e University of Nebraska. 
Worms h ave been found to en­ 
h ance virus pneumonia of pigs and 
cause up to 10 times as much dam ­ 
age as virus alone does, accord­ 
ing to Dr. George Kelley , parasi­ 
tologist, and Normal Underdah l, 
virolc^st at th e College of Agri­ 
culture animal path ology and h y ­ 
giene department 
Results of th ese ex periments at 
th e University provide added in­ 
centive for controlling th e large 
roudn-worm 
(Ascaris 
Suum> 
of 
swine. It was found th at lung dam ­ 
age was more severe wh en pigs 
were ex posed to th e pneumonia 
virus 
wh ile 
round-worm 
larvae 
were 
migrating 
th rough 
th eir 
lungs. 
“ Once th is virus becomes estab­ 
lish ed in pigs it may persist for 
a lifetime,” Dr. Kelley said. “ Its 
effects probably can be intensi­ 
fied at any time by an ex cessive 
migration of round-worm larvae. 
Th e larvae injure th e lung cells 
and make conditions ideal for th e 
virus to enter th e area and cause 
severe dam age.” 
Infective eggs must be eliminat­ 
ed from th e h og Tots to control th e 
round-worms. 
Removal 
of

from 
th e pigs prevents 
productio 
f new 
iontaminatint 
“ Piperazine compounds appear 
to be th e best drug for controlling 
worms. Piperazine is a relatively 
new vermifuge found to be eq ual 
to sodium fluoride in effective­ 
ness, but costing more per treat­ 
ment,** Dr. Kelley stated. 
“ Th e low tox idity of th e pipera- 
zinse may justify th eir additional 
cost,” h e pointed out. “ Th e medi­ 
cine is mix ed into Uie feed or drink­ 
ing water according to m anufactur­ 
ers specifications.” 
“ Virus pneumonia is no new dis­ 
ease, but ex tensive studies on its 
nature did not begin until 1951,’* 
Underdah l said. 
“ Probably 40-60 
per cent of all pigs h ave th is virus 
in th eir lungs.” 
Th e virus is a versatile agent 
wh ich can infect all ages of swine. 


Alth ough th ere is no immunity for 
it, very few casualties result. 
Poor growth of pigs and low feed ; 
efficiency associated with a per-1 
sistent cough indicate th e virus i 
h as been contacted.

His next 
step was a 40 inch shaft beside 
the casing for 55 feet.

“ basement” was hollowed out 10 
feet in diamenter and about 12 
feet deep. 
Special Equipment Used 
Ralph Muhr of Redington, who 
has special drilling equipment for 
such jobs, used a 
2I2 inch drill 
and worked from the “basement” 
in drilling radial holes in all di­ 
rections. 
He bored 750 feet of 


these radial holes in 16 different 
directions. 
All of the 
inch holes feed 
water into the “basement” where 
it swells the original well. With 
the pump in operation, the water 
level over the floor of the “base­ 
ment” can be kept at 18 inches. 
And when the pump stops, the 
water level quickly rises to 33 feet 
below the ground surface.

It is un derstan dable th at public con cern for 
wh olesome, well-adjusted ch ildh oix i would strive 
to keep out of circulation an y sort of in forma­ 
tion con ceivably corruptin g to y oun g min ds, but 
to q uaran tin e every on e, old or y oun g, discoun ts 
an y sen se of respon sibility of paren ts for th eir 
ch ildren an d creates a greater vice m cen sorsh ip 
th an an y th in g such a position could h ope to cure. 
A wise, succe.s.siul society is judiciou.s en ough to 
ach ieve th e defeat of corrosive in fluen ce witii- 
out elimin atin g th e very foun dation s of th e 
society , an d on e th at can n ot face temptation 
successfully is n ot destin ed to go far or live lon g.

That's the situation now. S a t - ----------------------------------- 
urday the conference faculty peo­ 
ple amended the loop by -laws to 
agree with the recently -adopted 
NCAA rule on financial aid to 
athletes. 
Big Seven people didn’t dream 
this up, but they w'ent along with 
it because the NCAA is a su­ 
perior body . Only hope, appar­ 
ently , is for the new rule to be 
repealed in a later NCAA meet­ 
ing. 
In their meeting Sataurday the 
Big Seven professors did just 
what the book-worms and pseudo­ 
intellectuals in the East' had in 
mind when they shoved the "aid 
rule" through the NCAA conven­ 
tion in January . 
This rule, so cleverly promoted 
by the Eastern forces in the 
NCAA, discriminates against the 
service veteran. 
The vet’s GI 
bill now is figured in with his 
school’s scholarship program. 
Thus, if a scholarship is $8(K), a 
veteran may not be eligible for 
school-aid because his GI bill 
may bring him more. Or at best 
he may get only a few dollars 
more via the scholarship. 
It’s easy to see what the pro­ 
ponents of the measure had in 
mind. They don’t have scholar­ 
ship programs because of "De- 
emphasis.” 
But now they can compete in 
recruiting on even terms because 
they can tell a vet, "You can’t 
get any more at another school 
because it can’t give y ou any thing 
over y our GI bill. So y ou might 
as well play for us. 
Mighty smart, but mighty un­ 
fair to the veteran-athiete. 


He earned his GI bill for serv­ 
ice duty . It has no connection 
with his athletic ability . 
Why 
should a veteran be prevented 
from receiving an athletic schol­ 
arship because he ^as in the 
service? 
The rule is particularly unfair 
because it’s the vet who usually 
needs the extra money because 
of marriage and family responsi­ 
bilities. 
If a school is giving grant-in- 
aid scholarships to non-veterans, 
it should give them to veterans, 
regardless af the GI bill. 
The 
school is pay ing the non-vet for 
athletic ability and the veteran 
shouldhhave the same rights. 
It’s an unfair penalty for the 
veteran and the new rule cer­ 
tainly will open the door to vio­ 
lations. 
The married veteran athlete 
with a family , for instance, might 
have survived with his GI bill 
and an athletic scholarship. But 
now he’ll be hard-pressed to sup­ 
port his family . 
That means he’ll^ be forced to 
find an extra job, which is illegal 
because he’s allowed to make 
only the amount specified in the 
scholarship—GI bill inclusive. 
The NCAA rule is unrealistic 
and discriminatory and smacks 
of a well-sold bill of goods. 
I hope the Big Seven Confer­ 
ence, which poHtely went along 
with the governing body , will be 
among the first groups to press 
for the repeal of the anti-veteran 
rule. 
The ex - serviceman deserves 
that much consideration.
